workingman's loss. 

Finally convinced that he could do 

nothing in this country, Howe 
persuaded his brother, Amasa, to 

the machine to Kngland t.. 
what he could do with it there. 
Amasa was successful in getti 
William Thomas, a corset manu- 
facture] , interested in the machine. 

lb- offered Howe $250 for the Eng- 
lish rights, provided Howe himself 
would come over and superintend 
the machine, which he did at a week- 
ly salary, and his family joined him. 

It was not long, however, before 

Thomas and Ho we quarreled, regard- 
ing repairs to the machine, and Howe 

was dismissed. Not being able to 

hud any work in England, aftei a 

i time Howe found himself in 
such financial difficulties thai he had 
to pawn his American patent rights 
I money enough to bring him- 
self and family back horn 

When How bed America 

In, he found that his patent had 
been pirated by a company of 
wealthy men, and that machines 
were being rapidlv turned out and 
on the market, whether or not it 
was legal. 

Hut HOWC was not to be downed. 
With admirable spirit, he asserted 
his rights and claimed that his pa- 
tent covered all those machin 
Being at this time able to obtain 
financial backing, he brought suit 
for Infringement. After lour, lit, 
tion the case was finally decided by 

a court ordei directing the makers 
of the machines to pay Howe a roy- 
alty on each one they had sold, and 
would sell. In time these sums 
lied a huge amount, and during 
the life of his patent, Howe acquired 
a fortune Of more than #2,(K10,0(II». 

Great honors were now showered on 

him from every side, and he was 
landed as a 1 ,r of mankind, 

or, more properly, womankind. The 
Pr< '" h ( '...\ eminent took cognizance 
of his invention and bestowed on him 

the Cross of the Legion of Honor,

Various Climates 

The widest range of temperature 
is at Port Keogh.in the Yellowstone 
Valley. Not infrequently in the win- 
ter the mercury tumbles down tei 50 
elegress below zero, and it has been 
known in summer to climb up to 
120 degrees above, says a traveler. 

Here is an extreme range of 170 
degrees, yet people manage to live 
very comfortably here the 
around. In the early summer the 
grass on the plains ami hills turns 
brown and yellow, and all green 
vanishes from the wide landscape, 
except where a fringe of cottonwriod 
trees skirts a watercourse. It is a 
peculiarity of the extremely high 
temperature in the arid regions that 
you do not perspire at all — that is, 
you do not sensibly perspire. The 
moisture is all evaporated from VOUX 
skin as fast as it is formed, by the 
extreme dryness of the air. The 
heat is not nearly so oppressive, 
however, as it is at a temperature of 
eighty or ninety elegrees along the 
Atlantic seaboareJ, 

If you are indoors, or under the 
shade of a tree, you are quite com- 
fortable, anything that will break the 
fierce rays of the sun is sufficient to 
relieve from all oppression from the 
high temperature. Traveling some 
years ago across the hot billowy 
plains of the great basin of the 
Columbia with a camping party, look- 
in gup a route for a railroad, we came 
to a huge columnar rock of black 
basalt. The day was intensely hot. 
We stoppeel the teams, anel, throw- 
ing ourselves down on the shady 
side of the rock, we recalled the 
phrase in the Bible about "the 
shadow of a great rock in a weary 
land." and realized that a little 
shade meant as much to the people 
of arid Palestine as to us tired 
travelers in arid America. 

The hottest place in the United 
States is unquestionably Death 
Valley, in California. It is two 
humlred feet below the sea level, ami 
rimmed around with black, bare 

mountains. 

Birtis living across this 
the heated seasons often elrop dead. 
Borax is founel here, but the mining 
preicesses cease in the heat of lniel- 

summer. I read somewhere of party 

of men who entereel the vail 
July, knowing nothing of the deadly 
heat, anel who preserved their lives 
by lying all day in the water of a 
little stream that came out of the 
mountains anel was soem elrieel up 
in the fierce' rays of the sun. Thev 
were glad to escape under the cool- 
ing shaeles of night. 

The rainiest place in the- 1 
States is Neah Bay, on the strait of 
Fuca, in the State of Washington. 
It actually rains every day in the 
and the total annual precipita- 
tion is nearly one hundred inches. 

The most remarkable climatic 
barrier in the United States is that 
of the Cascade Mountains, in Wash 
ine.tem. In winter time the railway 
trains teiil up the eastern slope eil 
these mountains between walls of 
snow higher than the mot's of the 
cars, in a long, winding lane, scooped 

out by the rotary plow. 

Once through the tunnel on the- 
Northern Pacific, e>r ovei the 
switchback on the Great Northern, 
you suddenly leave winter behind 
you. anel, whirling down the we 
slope- of the mountains, in less 
than an hour you meet the full 
spring. The grass is green, wate-i 
ferwl swim evn the rivers and 
the crows are holding their annual 
conventions in the treetOpS with 
much oratorical clamor, ami when 
vent arrive at Tacoma, you find the 
flowers blooming in the- di 
The change seems magical, ami is 
as great as if you should start from 
CrTicagei in Januarv anel travel to the 

Gulf ot Mexico, vet the whole dis- 
tance vent have traversed to bring 

about this wonderful transformation 
is less than one hundred mile 

The most peculiar climatic region 
with which I am fatnaliar is the 
Puget Sound basin, in the Si 
Washington. It is separated from 
the ocean on the west bv the rugged 
snow --clad range of the- Olvmpic 
Meiuntains. ami its eastern bounelary 
is the still loftier range of th. 
cades. 

The sound is connected with the 
Pacific by the breiael strait of Juan 
de l-'uea, anel up this strait pours a 
great volume of moist air, brought 
bv the Japan current from far out t.- 
The mountains of Vancouver 
Island em one siele' and the' Olympics 
on the other make of th< 
enomottS funnel, anel the moisture 
laden winels are condensed against 

the cold, sneuw ranges on either 
hand, ami are precipitated in 
frequent shmvers upon tin 

the sound. 

It rarely snows there, but it rains ;! 
little almost every dav frenn O- 
to June. The result is to produce a 

etable growth in the fi 
consisting of immeti- —firs, 

hemlocks, spruces and cedars — ami 
of undergrowth sei dense that it is 
almost impossible tev f. 
through it without hard work with 
an ax. — Stiff if d.
